REACHES 200; RUIN SPREADS AS 
VOLCANO BURSTS INTO ACTION

MEXICO CITY, April 6.—-Wires from Chalchihuites state 
that a dead volcano has burst into sudden activity and the 
ground sunk severa! feet, wrecking most of the town's buildings. 
All the people of Chalchihuites, unable to leave the neighbor- 
hood, are camping out without any semblance of covering. The 
cold nights and mists are adding to the death toll caused by 
the earthquake. 

Reports arriving today indicate that the deaths by the 
earthquake alone are over 200 in Chalchihuites and _ vicinity, 
while those in the mountain towns shaken by the temblor are 
still unreported. 

Whole families were buried Dy cave-ins. There are scores 
of holes all over the town, each containing victims. Refugees 
tell of the cries of victims buried in these living graves, to which 
no one dared go for fear of further volcanic activity and cave- 
ins. From the neighborhood for miles around Chaichihuites the 
people are hurrying such aid as is possible to the stricken town, 
which is the most important of the district.

BIRD LIFEIS | 
HARD HIT BY 
WOODS FIRES 


Forest Flames in Spring 
Make Nesting Difficult in 
East and Mid-West 


DIsraTCs) 

WASHINGTON, April 6.—The 
spring fire season, which begins 
practically with the beginning of 
spring all through the Atlantic 
Coast region and the Mississippi 
Valley is a time of hardship for 
early nesting birds of all kinds. 
Such birds depend upon the ac- 
cumulating of natural growth for 
cover and for their feed during 
early spring. 
* Jt therefore can be seen, says 
Dr. E. W. Nelson, chief of the bio- 
logical survey of the United States 
Department of Agriculture, that to 
allow ranges to be swept by fire is 
injurious to both “birds and smal! 
wild animals. As the growth of 
the previous years become suf- 
ficiently dry to burn, it is the prac- 
tiee of many to set fire to it with 
the hope of improving the ranges, 
and, in many cases, of ridding the 
lands of ticks, 

The Department has repeatedly 
stated that it is impossible to rid 
lands of ticks in this way. and it 
also has beer shown that instead 
of improving ranges by burning the 
dry grass and leaves, such lands 
become gradually poorer each 
year so that the growth which they 
can support is lees and less vigor- 
ous and extensive. Many State 
foresters are particularly ective at 
this time aa such fires are destruc- 
tive to forest growth as well as to 
wild life. 

Everyone who is interested in the 
protection of wild life, says Dr. 
Nelson, should join tn an effort to 
point out the loss from euch fires 
and to co-operate in every way te 
prevent them.

It has been related how, some- 
time after America’ entered the 
world War, Admiral Sims's staff {n 
London submitted a plan for the 
capture of the fortified port of 
Cattaro on the east side of the 
Adriatic Sea, then being used as a 
base for German and Austrian sub- 
marines operating with great efm- 
ciency in the Mediterranean.

BRIGHTEST STAR CLASSIFIED 


Harvard Observatory Declares S Doradus Most 
Luminous Spot In Entire Universe 


(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 
CAMBRIDGE (Mass.) April 6.—A star 600,000 times as bright as 
the sun and more than 185,000,000 miles in diameter has been classi - 
fled by the Harvard University Observatory, according to a bulletin 
just issued by Director Harlow Shapley. This star, which is known in 
the catalogues as’ S Doradus, is the most luminous now known— 
possitiy the brightest object in the entire universe, 


S Doradus is located in the 
large Magellanic cloud in the 
constellation Dorado, near the 


south pole of the heavens, and is 
visible only to observers south of 
the equator. It is a variable star, 
ranging in apparent magnitude 
from 8.2 to 9.4 (an increase or de- 
crease of slightly more than three 
times in brightness,) and is in- 
visible to the naked eye, althongh 
visible in telescopes of small 
aperture. 


VAST DISTANCE 

Its faintness to an observer on 
the earth ts due to its enormous 
distance—more than 100,000 light 
years—and the investigations of 
Harvard Observatory have deter- 
mined that fts true brightness, or 
mean absolute magnitude, is minus 
8.9 or 14.5 magnitudes brighter 
than the sun. This means that if 
it were located where the sun is, it 
would shine with 600,000 times the 
sun's brightness. 

Photographs of 8 Doradus on a 


series of Harvard Observatory 
plates extending from 1889 to 1924 
have been measured, and it ig as a 
result of these studies that Difector 
Shapley has classified the star as 
“a supergiant variable.” Though 
probably not so large in linear di- 
ameter as some of the giant red 
stare, such as Betelguese and An- 
tares, recently measured through 
the interferometer at Mt. Wilson, 
S Doradus is much brighter and 
hotter than the giant red stars, and 
is intrinsically the. most brilliant 
star yet classified in the universe. 


TERRIFIC ENERGY 
According to the latest theories 
of stellar evolution, a estar or sun 


loses mass in the act of giving off 
radiation. Director Shapley cal- 
culates that 8 Doradus radiates en- 
ergy at such a terrific rate that 
it loses two and one-half trillion 
tons of mass per second. This rate 
may have been exceeded tempo- 
rarily by one or two of the novae, 
or “blaze stars,” that have flamed 
up fn the sky only to fade away 
again, but ft is not equaled by any 


other known object In the celes- 
tial vault. 

As faint traces of nebulosity ap- 
pear around 8 Doradus in long-time 
exposures, it is assumed to be a 
true member of the Magellanic 
cloud, or star cluster, In which it 
appears. This remarkable cluster 
was first observed by the navi- 
fator, Andreala Corsali, in 1516, and 
was named in honor of Magellan, 
the explorer.

deceive a friend. Common sense would 
have told them that friends are harder to 
win than prizes. They would not have run 
the risk of losing one. But in addition they 
were specifically cautioned that nothing but 
the truth would be acceptable to the judges 
and that invidious comparisons were mere- 
ly burfful to their chances and hostile to 
the purpose of the contest. The truth about 
California was enough and they kept to it.

He wants 
everybody to prosper. 
The booster is not a negative person. 
All the world is his friend and his rival. 
He regrets the rivalry and can’t understand 
it, but be accepts it with good nature. 
Friendship is his password. Optimism ts 
his affinity and detraction his special aver- 
sion. He doesn't deal in it himself, because 
he knows it has a kick-back, and he takes 
it from nobody else, if he can help it. He 
hopes to prosper, yes, but not “at the ex- 
pense of other sections of the country.”

IPLOMATIC SERVICE REFORMS 

“The grabbing is not so good in that 
political grab bag-—the diplomatic service— 
as it used to be,” comments the Literary 
Digest in referring to recent promotions 
by the President. Generous campaign con- 
tributors are no longer rewarded with the 
choice positions. Ambassadorships and 
consularships have ceased to be a part of 
the political spoils of office. 


This reform, while brought about with- 
out any beating of tom-toms, is very impor- 
tant to the government and the people of 
the United States. Our foreign relations 
mean much to a country that is now the 
wealthiest in the world, whose foreign 
trade is constantly expanding and must con- 
tinne to expand in order that inner expan- 
sion may not be checked. 


The American diplomatic service has 
béen so organized and co-ordinated that it 
is becoming a profession. We have learned 
from experience that those who make the 
biggest campaign contributions are very 
likely to make the worst ambassadors and 
ministers. For, on the average, they know 
little or nothing of the requirements of the 
service and, as the salary means nothing 
to them, they are not likely to pay much 
attention to routine. 

That such a system was wrong is indis- 
putable. The, only surprise is that it had 
been permitted to prevail so long. Secre- 
tary Hughes did much to bring about this 
reform. Acting on his advice, the Prest- 
dent sponsored last year the Rogers bill, 
putting the merit system into effect in the 
diplomatic service.

, Americans will sympathize with the pro- 
test which has come from 700 American 
citizens who live on the Isle of Pines and 
own property there that they made their 
investments because they were under the 
protection of the American flag and now 
that banner is about to be furled, leaving 
them in the lurch. 

According to news dispatches, the exodus 
of citizens of the United States has already 
begun. An Isle of Pines correspondent to 
the Chicago Daily News relates that: 

Deep significance is attached to the 
departure of Frederick C. Sweetiand, 
head of the largest enterprise on the 
island, with grapefruit groves and a 
packing plant representing an invest. 
ment of $1,000,000. In the opinion of 
Mr. Sweetiand, the Isle of Pines, with- 
out American direction “will revert to 
the pasture it was before our pioneers 
began its development.” 

With two exceptions the American 
flag has disappeared from the Isle of 
Pines. One American flag, draped in 
mourning, flies from the window of an 
American-owned newspaper, the Ap. 
peal, which was forced to suspend pub- 
lication because all the matter set for 
this week's issue was seditious under 
the new conditions. 

The correspondent refers further to “man- 
ifestations of bitterness by the Americans, 
whom the United States Senate, by approv- 
ing the Isle of Pines Treaty, places under 
the jurisdiction of Cuban politicians.” 
While it is easy to understand the desire 
of these Americans to remain under the 
jurisdiction of the United States, it is equal- 
ly easy to understand the motives that led 
Secretary Hughes to recommend releasing 
the island from American control. It was 
a question of keeping our word with Cuba. 
What our government promises it per- 
forms; and the effect of this manifestation 
of good faith has been to inspire greater 
confidence in the Central and South Amer- 
ican republics that this nation will not per- 
mit its dominant might or any special ma- 
terial or sentimental] interests to prevent 
it from keeping is pledged word. 

But The Times is of the opinion that the 
American residents of the island are act- 
ing without due consideration of all the 
facts. They need fear no alienation of their 
rights, for Cuba is directly responsible to 
our government, as is specifically set forth 
in the Cuban Constitution. According to 
an opinion expressed by the President 
when the treaty was sent to the Senate, the 
rights of Americans living and owning 
property on the island are wholly safe- 
guarded in the latest treaty.
